Impor­ 
tant links in this great water highway 
already ex ist. 
Ix mg Island sound, the 
Delaware and Chesajieake bays and the 
Delawure river furnish channels ex ­ 
tending more than half the distance. 
The canals in ex istence, notably the 
Raritan and Delaware and the Dismal 
Swamp canal, can he transformed with­ 
out enormous ex pense to accommodate 
ships of a considerable size. The north­ 
ern end of the chain is already being 
provided for in the Cape Cod canal. 
On the southern end the channels of the 
sounds ciwi easily Ik* improved to give 
access to Wilmington, the southern ter­ 
minal fix ed upon at present. Ultimately 
the route may be ex tended to the gulf 
of Mex ico, but the first work is the 
links needed tXT connect 
Boston 
and 
Wilmington, and these offer the fewest 
A cuities. 


Specially on the naval side. This is very 
Interesting news, and lovers of peacf 
and progress will hope it is well found 
ed. That there is inherent probability 
in the report may be inferred from 
certain general aspects of the British 
and international situation. 
The As­ 
quith ministry is pledged to social re­ 
forms that are likely to be rather costly. 
There is no money "in sight” for these 
reforms, and, indeed, the ministry is 
reproachfully told that

naval needs may be so great, in view 
of Germany’s plans and budgets, that 
there will not be any surplus at all for 
old-age pensions. 
Moreover, the liberal 
party is pledged to a policy of economy, 
debt reduction and repeal of certain re­ 
cent tax laws. To propose fresh tax es 
as a means of providing funds for so 
cial reform would be an unpleasant and 
unpopular course, and one that a mau 
like Asquith must naturally wish to 
avoid If possible. 
When one turns to i 
the “world” situation certain 
salient 
facts stand out. 
Germany cannot bal­ 
ance her regular budgets without loan s; 
her annual deficits 
are giving 
her 
statesmen considerable anx iety. France, 
even more than England, is worried 
over the conflicting claims of “defense” 
and the large Internal reforms to whlc 
the ruling parties are committed. The 
pressure for social legislation is grow­ 
ing stronger and stronger, yet the lim­ 
its of tax ation are said to have been 
reached, of almost readied. Armament 
reduction has been discussed at 
the 
conferences at The Hague and found 
impracticable.” The question was not 
ripe,” though its gravity was univer­ 
sally recognized and its earnest study 
recommended to the nations. Now that 
arbitration has made such marked pro­ 
gress, that many treaties have been ne­ 
gotiated for the reference of numerous 
disputes to the international court, it 
may well seem that it is in order tf 
take up not as an academic but as a 
vital practical matter the question of 
armament limitation by general agree­ 
ment. In the rivalry for naval suprem­ 
acy no power can hope to outdo Eng­ 
land or the United States. 
Each in­ 
crease by one nation compels eoi*e- 
six mding additions by the other nations. 
A limitation agreement would relieve 
all and affect no power adversely. 
As­ 
quith is no sentimentalist, and if lie 
has really decided to reopen the ques­ 
tion the chances are that he will he 
jiersuasive and successful at least in 
getting an attentive hearing.

To the Jews of to-day it is fairly well 
known that their ancestors in Europe 
were forced to put up 
with a great 
deal of humiliation. 
One of the most 
ins’ulting methods was to require 
the 
wearing of a 
badge 
w'liich 
would 
stamp the wearer as an “infidel Jew.” 
The wearing of a badge w’as made a 
general order throughout 
Christendom) 
in the year 1215, but it must have been 
required In isolated places before that 
date. 
The most usual form of badge was 
that of n ring of distinctive color at­ 
tached to the upper garment. Any one 
of French-Jewish ancestry will know 
that his forbears wore a ring of this 
sort, varying in size and color—now 
red, now yellow and white, according 
to the whims of municipalities and 
monarchs. it was generally worn upon 
the breast, and at one time it was or­ 
dered- to be ¡worn likewise upon the 
back, so that ’a Jew might be known 
“fore and aft.” 
When 
a 
Jew was 
found without (lie badge, he was fined. 
Evidence of the wearing of this badge 
is found ak JUeU* at 1502 in France. The 
forefathers of the Spanish Jews car­ 
ried a yellow and red badge—the men 
on their breasts, the women on their 
foreheads. 
The wearing of tho badge 
was not so prevalent in Italy, but the 
municipalities 
almost all 
required 
it. 
The badge was 
known 
as 
the 
o’’ from its shape, resembling prob­ 
ably the ring in France. 
English Jews 
should feel the distinction of having 
had a peculiar sort of badge forced 
upon their ancestors. 
It was first in 
the form of a band, first white and 
then yellow, and later Jews were re­ 
quired to wear a badge with the shape 
of the tables of tire law. 
In Germany 
yellow badges were worn, but here the 
hat was the chief means of identifica­ 
tion. 
In Austria and in Poland there 
are few traces of the lmdge, but In 
Hungary Jews wore n badge on their 
left breast. 
It is Interesting to know 
that in Crete at th*1 present day some 
of the houses of Jews are marked with 
the “o.”—American Hebrew.

twenty feet long, carried a load of 
four to five tons of goods,

train on the march,

It was no easy task to keep an 
eye on them all. 
At or before nightfall we made a 
laager, or corral, ¡is we called it. to 
guard against Indian attacks. 
It was 
made in this w ay: 
The leading wagon was unyoked, and 
the fore carriage turned at a slight 
angle inward; the nex t wagon was 
drawn up as close .as possible to it. 
with Its hind wheels on a line with the 
front wheels of the first, till a rough 
circle was formed. 
Tho cattle chains 
were then run from the wheel of ono 
wagon to the wheel of that in front of 
it, nnd the corral was formed. 
Inside this the cattle were unyoked, 
and. if there were no Indian 
signs 
about,

to graze under

Been reading in the gospel by John 
and very similar treatment of Bio Lord 
by Israel, for iii all ages man is the 
I same In his sin aud the Lord is the 
same in His unchanging love and long 
suffering. 
Israel could say truly, and 
they will yet say again as never before, 
“The Lord is our Judge,the Lord is our 
Lawgiver, the Lord is our King; Ile 
will save us” (Isa. xxxiit, 22). By His 
own great power He brought them out 
of the iron furnace of Egypt at the ap­ 
pointed time according to His word to 
Abraham. 
Ile bore with them ami 


I cared for them forty years in the 
wilderness and iii due time placed them 
In the land of Canaan, Then He gave 
: them judges for about 450 years until 
I Samuel the prophet. 
Afterward they 
desired a king (Acts xiii. 17 21), that 
they might bo like other nations (versos 
j 7, IO, 20), and thus they rejected the 
Lord as their Ling and belook Him, 
I preferring not to he the Lord’s ow ii 
peetili.ii* people. 
He had never dealt 
j with any nation as Ile had with Israel. 
Ile hare them oil eagle’s wings and 
brought tln'iu unto Himself that they 
might he His peculiar treasure above 
all other people (II Ham. Til, 23, 21; 
Ex. xix, I, 5), yet I boy wearied of Him 
and rebelled against Him and rejected 
Him. How like to the record in .Iolm 
i, ll and xix, lo, “ Ile came unto iii-; 
own, and His own received Him not;” 
“'Tlie chief priests nnswnurd, We have 
no king but Caesar.” The carnal mind 
ever since sin entered tile world has 
been at enmity against God, always 
manifest 
in greater or less degree. 
Israel -j sin at this time is reprodikasl 
in the great majority of professing 
Christians today. They are unwilling 
to be whole hearted for God,preferring 
conformity to this world, even though 
it means eternal and irreparable hiss.

Renewed interest in the Chesapeake- 
Shannon tight was aroused not long 
ago when the captured b attleflag of the 
American frigate was pulled out of 
ob livion b y the auctioneer’s arm and 
sold to William Waldorf Astor, who pre­ 
sented the old flag to the British Royal 
United Service museum. 
Early in the yonr IS 1:i Master Com­ 
m andant James Lawrence of the sloop 
H ornet had engaged and sunk the 
sloop Pen cock of the enemy. 
Low- 
rence was In his thirty-second year, 
with a record of six teen years in the 
navy and only six weeks’ leave of ab ­ 
sence. He was b rave and ab le and in­ 
tensely 
patriotic. 
After 
his return 
from the Hornet victory lie was pro­ 
moted to a captaincy and was as­ 
signed to command the frigate Chesa­ 
peake, then lying in Boston harb or for 
repairs. 
Lawrence disliked this as­ 
signm ent and wrote several letters to 
the secretary of tiie navy protesting 
, against it, for the Chesapeake was 


Lawrence drove his ship ahead under 
full sail straight for the waiting and 
eager enemy. 
Shortly b efore G o'clock in the oren- 
ing tlie* two ships came together ab out 
eighteen miles out at sea. 
"As the 
b ow of the Chesapeake b egan to dou­ 
b le on the Shannon’s q uarter.” in the 
words of a naval historian, "the latter 
opened tire.” The Shannon’s b roadside 
did terrific ex ecution on the Chesa­ 
peake. Captain Lawrence fell, severely 
wounded in one l g. b ut propped him­ 
self up and remained in command 
A fter securing a more favorab le posi­ 
tion 
the 
Chesapeake 
returned 
the 
b roadside compliment. 
Lawrence soon 
received a mortal wound and was car­ 
ried b elow, protesting, 
“ Keep the guns going! 
Fight her till 
she strikes or sinks, 
he cried. 
Being 
informed that the enemy had b oarded 
him on the spar deck. Captain Law ­ 
rence cried: “Then the officers of the 
deck haven’t toed 
the 
mark! 
The 
Shannon was whipped when 1 left the 
deck.” 
A little later he called out those Im­ 
mortal 
words. 
“ Don’t 
give up 
the 
ship!" 
Naval fights in those days were b rief 
and b loody. 
The firing b etween the 
Shannon and the Chesapeake lasted 
just eleven minutes, and four minutes j 
later the 
British 
had 
b oarded 
the 
American vessel and taken possession. 
A fifteen minute tight made imperish­ 
ab le history! 
Captain Broke, after b oarding the 
Chesapeake, was struck down b y a 
sab er and almost killed.

T he Orleans R ailw ay company in a u ­ 
gurated recently a tra in of new cars, 
designed for the service between P aris 
and 
southw estern 
points, em bracing 
Bordeaux, Nantes, B iarritz and other 
cities reached by its various lines, says 
the New York H e ra ld ’s Paris edition. 
A special trip w as m ade to Orleans 
and back from the H are d ’Orsay, the 
passengers 
com prising 
company offi­ 
cials and guests, to 
the number 
of 
about eighty, who enjoyed a compli­ 
m entary dinner and a few brief speech­ 
es at the buffet of the Orleans station. 
T h e new cars are for day journeys 
alone, and will be placed on the road 
for regular rapid service shortly. 
One of the novel featu res of the cars 
is th e ir Interior arrangem ent, of the 
parlor type. 
Moreover, each of the 
cars, which are eighty feet long, Is 
mounted on two bogles of six wheels 
each. 
Modern conveniences of various 
kinds are employed, th e windows are 
large, tile ceilings high and the running 
is sm ooth and agreeable, 
contrasting 
happily w ith the “thum p, thum p” of 
the ordinary short ear as it passes over 
the rail joints. 
In form, appearance and comfort the 
new train closely resembles the first- 
class American eq u ip m e n t 
T he cars are of several models, some 
having a combination of com partm ents 
and salon, or smoking parlor, also lu x ­ 
uriously furnished “ boudoirs” for wom­ 
en. 
T he vestibule system Is employed 
throughout the train. 
A library and 
news stand are also am ong the spe­ 
cial conveniences. 
A t O rleans a com parative and retro­ 
spective exhibition of locomotives had

spangled Banner.’

OLD GLORY. 


A Salem Skipper Credited with Giv­ 
ing the Flair Thin Name. 
H A T tile American 
flag was named Old 
Glory in 1851 by a 
Salem (Mass.) skip­ 
per named William 
Driver 
is 
asserted 
by the Boston Globe. 
He was at that time 
captain of th® brig 
Charles Doggett. 
Captain Driver, a 
successful deep sea 
sailor, was prepar­ 
ing 
to 
shape 
the 
brig’s course to the southern Pacific. 
Ju st before Che brig left Salem a young 
man at the head of a party of friends 
•aluted Captain Driver on the deck of 
the Doggett aud p re se n ts him with a 
large and beautifully made American flag. 
It was done up in stop® and when sent 
up aloft and broken out to the air Captain 
Driver christened it Old Glory. 
He took it to the south Pacific, and 
years after when old age forced him to 
relinquish the sea he treasured the flag 
as an old friend. 
Captain 
Driver moved to Nashville, 
Tenn., in 1857 and died there in 188t). 
Previous to the outbreak of hostilities 
between the North and the South Old 
Glory was flung to the breeze every day 
from the window of Captain Driver* 
Nashville house, but when the bullets be­ 
gan to zip and the odor of gunpowder to 
taint the air the old flag had to b« se­ 
creted. 
It was kept out of sight inside a great 
bed comfortably until Feb. 27, 1862, when 
prig. Gen. Nelson’s wing of tile Union 
army appeared in Nashville. 
Captain 
Driver presented it to the general to be 
hoisted on the capitol. 
It was run ap by 
Captain Driver himself. 
He watched it 
through the night, and, a heavy wind

HY BIOLOGISTS tell us that the animal 
body consists of alm ost 80 per cent waterr 
Adm itting this to be true, it would seem 
plausible that this quantity is necessary in 
order to carry on tile normal physiological 
processes of the animal economy iii prosier 
condition. 
For sim ilar reasons it would 
also appear plausible 
that should this quantity In any 
way be greatly reduced or dim inished, either through 
normal processes of the body or through abnormal proc­ 
esses, this lest quantity must Immediately be resupplied. 
Should such a withdrawal of water be permitted to be 
unduly prolonged, the disorders will assum e such grave 
dimensions that life itself may ultim ately be terminated. 
E lasticity and pliability of muscles, nerves, cartilage, 
tendons and even bones depend m ainly upon the amount 
of water they contain. 
Water also serves as a distr Ri­ 
ll ter of bodily heat and regulates the body temperature 
by the physical process of absorption and elimination. 
ruder normal conditions and in a proper degree of health 
this supply is ordinarily furnished partly by the food 
and partly by the drink we are daily consuming. 
An 
overindulgence in the use of w a t e r - provided it is not 
carried to excess 
will seldom, if ever, be productive of 
any deleterious consequences.—Medical Recorder.

PRISON. 


To reach the women's Judson in Mes­ 
sina one must leave the Marina, the 
principal 
promenade 
and 
drive, 
to 
climb a steep ii ill by one of tile few 
roads that lead to or from the town. 
As on turns o n e s back 
lo 
tho 
m*h 
mountains and valleys 
open 
to 
the 
view, with here and there a villa half 
hidden among vines and orange trees. 
Higher a fort crow ns the summit of a 
rocky crag, while the ruins of an old 
citadel stand out in bold relief against 
the autumn sky. 
Another turn of the 
road, and the driver brings his horse 
to a stand before tho gates of w h at 
was once Hie m onastery of the Capu­ 
chins. 
Ii is a w hile building, like a 
church in 1 he center, with a long wing 
at either side. The sit** was chosen and 
the foundations laid by two pilgrims. 
It was handed over to tho Capuchins 
in the sixteenth century, as Is shown 
by an inscription over a low arched 
doorway, which bears the date of 1590. 
They cont inned in possession for near­ 
ly SHO years, until they were 
turned 
out by Hie Italian government in USM. 
Tile J da ce lias changed ifs character 
now ; a sentry stands before the gate. 
Over a side door is w ritten “Casa di 
Pena 
per 
Donne.” 
Instead 
of 
the 
cowled monk who once answered the 
convent hell, the grating of 
locks 
is 
heard, aud a w a rd e r Iii blue uniform 
adm in visitors desirous of purchasing 
some of the work *U»ne by the prisoners. 
The way leads through the cloisters, 
which 
surround 
an 
ojhmi 
court. 
A 
statu e of the Madonna stands in the 
renter, encircled by a hedge of trailing 
vines, outside whi ll m any varieties of 
trees and flows rs grow. such as J a p a n ­ 
ese medlars, oleanders, climbing roses, 
jasmine, lilies, etc. 
The work is shown 
by the well-known nuns of the order 
of Saint N ill out de Paul, whose princi­ 
pal convent is a t Rome, whence 
the 
“sisters” are sent to ail p aris of the 
world, sometimes for life, sometimes to 
change their abode again afte r a stay 
of from one to th irty \ oars. 
T here is 
embroidery of every description,church 
work In silver or gobi mingled 
w ith 
silks of every shade on grounds of satin 
or silk, xviii ie raised flowers w ith deli­ 
cate 
cast 
la the most artistic designs. 
Being en­ 
trusted with this work forms a great 
alleviation to the sorrow s of Judson 
life. 
Some of the women develop a 
strong artistic power, and find real en­ 
joym ent in it, as It obliterates perhaps 
for a time tin* darker pages of mem­ 
ory. 
Besides this branch of labor, they 
make cushion lace and spin and weave 
linen; also cotton, silk, and wool for 
underclothing of every 
texture 
and 
warm til. 
More than this visitors cannot see 
unless they have been grouted a permit 


by the prefect, in w hich case they are 
shown the chapel, w here there are cu­ 
rious old memorial tablets, with busts 
and three-quarter figures in bas relief, 
representing men in quaint 
costumes 
and attitudes, not as when prepared 
for their last long sleep. 
There is some 
beautiful inlaid woodwork there, and 
the sacristy is entirely wainscoted with 
it. 
Then come the refectory, the kitch­ 
en and corridors off which 
are 
the 
monks’ cells, now fitted to contain from 
tw o to six prisoners’ beds, according 
to their size; also workrooms, where 
looms are kept busy and shuttles dart 
backwards and forw ard like live things, 
where machines have taken th** plane 
of the more prim itive knitting needles

F the shrines to which Ameri­ 
cans go in patriotic reverence 
none is more sacred than the 
house which was the home of 
Francis Seott Key. author of “Tho 
Star 
Spangled

sociation the purpose of which is to 
restore the old “Key mansion” and 
preserve it to posterity as one of the j 
nation’s shrines. 
The old dwelling 
stands close to the Potomac river in 
Washington iu that part of the na-j

Georgetown 
until

with the greater city. 
Francis Scott Key lived many years 
in this quaint old house. 
It is quite 
probable that within its walls or iu 
the little annex adjoining, which he, 
occupied as a law office, he wrote a 
part of his famous soug. 
For many 
years the popular supposition has been 
that tho poem was written while Key 
was aboard a British vessel of war iu 
Chesapeake hay. The statement th a t1
